A Resolution honoring Senator Dick L. Dearden for his1

WHEREAS, Dick Dearden was born and raised, and3

resides with his wife Sharon in Des Moines; and4

WHEREAS, Dick Dearden was first elected to the5

Senate in 1994 and has served in the Senate for over6

two decades representing the northeast part of Des7

Moines and Pleasant Hill; and8

WHEREAS, over these many years, Senator Dearden9

served on a variety of legislative committees,10

including the Natural Resources and Environment11

(Chair), Business and Labor (Chair), Ethics (Vice12

chair), Labor and Business Relations (Vice chair),13

and Natural Resources (Vice chair), Health and Human17
